MINCE PIES.—Tito genuine family mince 


pie is made na follows: The best miuoeineat 
is made of fresh beef's tongue boiled,peeled, 
aud when quite cold,chopped very fine. The 
uext best ia of beefs heart boiled aud 
chopped. 
Tho next of cold roast beef. 


And tho next of the loan of cold boiled boef, 
quite fresh, and cooked especially for the 
purpose. 
All Ihe meat must be fresh, and 


aot minced until entirely cold. To two 
flrge pounds of leau meat allow two small 
pounds cf nice kidney suet, clear from skin 
Hid strings, nnd chopped very small; two 
pounds of line juicy apples, pared, cored 
and minced; two pounds of Xi'iuto currants, 
washed and picked clean: two pounds of fine 
raisins, seeded and chopped, or of seedless 
sultanfi raisins, cut in half; two pounds of 
jest sugar; two largo nutmegs, pondered, & 
tableapoonfnl of ground cinnamon; tho same 
quantity of ground ginger, with the juico 
nnd grated yellow rind of six largo lemons, 
or the juice of six oranges, and their grated 
riud; n pint of Madeira or sherry, and half a 
pint of brandy; lastly half a pound of citron, 
cut into slips rather largo. 


If tho citron bo chopped small it cannot 


jo distinguished among tho other ingredi- 
ents, and its flavor is lost. 
When all is pro- 


pared, mix well in a largo pan tho chopped 
meat, suet nnd fruit.

A special law relating to tho laying out of 


streets, which was applied for bj tho town 
of Lincoln—similar to several such special 
laws -has boon altered by tho committee on 
the judiciary so as to make it—as all laws 
relating 'to property and public rights, in my 
opinion, ought to bo—general in its pro- 
visions, so as to affect nil Iho people in our 
fltato. This law contains provisions for 
assessments upon private property, which 
must in many cases cause intense feeling 
find serious difficulties.

—A Boston house has sent out a circular to 
those who contemplate Bending poultry to 
market tho coming season. 
Choice poultry, 


in good order, always finds a ready Bale at 
tho highest price, but to obtain this, atten- 
tion should be given to tho following points: 
In fattening poultry give them nil thoy can 
eat, and poultry fattened oa corn is more 
yellow and better than fattened on any other 
grain ; and remember that you not only get 
pay for every pound your poultry gains in 
fattening, but by improving tho quality you 
gain from ouo fourth to one half in price on 
tho whole. 
Tho birds should bo kept from 


food twenty four hours before being killed 
to allow the crop to become empty. 
AU 


poultry, but more especially turkeys, should 
bo killed by bleeding iu tho neck, and 
tho poultry 
picked 
while 
tho 
body 


is warm. 
Wet-picked poultry will not sell 


so readily nor for so high a price as that 
which is dry-picked, nnd tho best growers 
of poultry never scald their birds. As soon 
as poultry is picked tho neck slTould be care- 
fully wiped, tho tail and wing feathers 
should bo pulled and entrails removed. 
Poultry should bo thoroughly cooled and 
perfectly dry, and, in packing, boxes should 
bo used containing about L'OO Ibs. nnd under. 
Mark onch box the kind it contains, also 
tho gross weight nnd fare of tho box. Pack 
closely an possible, lining tho package with 
clean paper, and see that tho package is so 
full that when the cover is nailed on there 
will bo no chance of tho poultry being 
moved. 
Mover use straw in packing poul- 


try, for besides crensing the bodies, there is 
always more or less chaff that hurts tho ap- 
pearance of tho fowls. 
Poultry prepared 


and shipped according to tho above direc- 
tions will always meet with n ready snlo, 
when half fattened, badly dressed, slovenly 
looking stuff cannot bo sold nt half price.
